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The Trial of Job, 
or 


Is Satan a Person?

Job 1 and 2 


I shall ask you to open your 
Bibles and read the text with me, 
our purpose being to cover sim- 
ply the first and second chapters 
of the book of Job. It is assumed 
that Job is a historic character, 
that he really lived, and that the 
incidents recorded in this book are 
records of fact. 

_ I cannot pause to prove these 
things, but I ask you to believe 
them, as I apprehend most of you 
already do. I may add simply that 
I have given attention to the sub- 
ject, and am ‘satisfied that in the 
story of Job we are dealing with a 
person and not a myth, and with a 


record of fact and not an alle- 


gory. 

Let us read the first five verses 
of chapter one, which give us some 
account of his history and char- 
acter. 


“There was a man in the land 
of Uz, whose name was Job; 
and that man was perfect and 
upright, and one that feared 
God, and eschewed evil. And 
there were born unto him seven 
sons and three daughters. His 
substance also was seven thou- 
sand sheep, and three thousand 
camels, and five hundred yoke 
of oxen, and five hundred she 
asses, and a very great house- 
hold; so that this man- was the 
greatest of all the men of the 
east. And his sons went and 
feasted in their houses, every 
one his day; and sent and called 
for their three sisters to eat and 
to drink with them, And it was 
so, when the days of their feast- 
ing were gone about, that Job 
sent and sanctified them, and 
rose up early in the morning, 
and offered burnt-offerings ac- 
cording to the number of them 
all: for Job said, It may be that 
my sons have sinned, and cursed 
God in their hearts. Thus did 
Job continually.” 


I. Job’s History and Character 


You will notice that God Him- 
self has drawn the picture of Job. 
It is He who tells us who Job was, 
and that he lived in a certain 
place, and was a perfect and up- 
right man, one who feared Him 
and eschewed evil. 

We learn also from the same 
source that he was not only a 
good, but a rich man. It is well to 
remember in these days that

wealth in itself is not a sin; it de- 
pends entirely upon how one ob- 
tains it and how he uses it. God, 
in all the centuries, has been 
pleased to make some men 
wealthy and to bless them in their 
wealth and use of it as it has 
been consecrated to Him. And so 
in this case we are dealing with a 
good man who is at the same time 
a rich one. 


How very sensitive was Job’s 
piety! When his sons feasted, lest 
they should have been guilty of 


sinning against God unwittingly, | 


he would give Him the benefit of 
the doubt and offer sacrifices for 
them as the priest of his house- 
hold. He lived in an early day,

The scene of the crucifixion was 
a little distance from the city gate 
on a hill, the shape ofa skull. On 
the hill stood three crosses; on the 
three crosses were three men. On 
the cross to the left hangs a man 
dying in sin. On the central cross 
hangs a man dying for sin. On 
the cross to the right hangs a man 
dying to sin. 

Going back and scanning the 
crosses again we see on the cross 
to the left a man dying in sin—

A man is somebody! We thank God for the glorious de- 
votion and influence of good women. I have better reason than 
most men to appreciate the character, the virtue, the devotion 
and faithfulness of good women. My mother, who went to 


Heaven before I was six, was 
such a godly woman and such 
a remarkable character that 
her influence to this day is 
like a heavenly fragrance 
leading me toward God. My 
sweetheart waited for me 
four long years while we fin- 
ished our college education 
and while I paid up college 
debts, and now for years her 
love has comforted me, served 
me and blessed me. I have six 
lovely daughters, my joy, my 
pride, for whom I devoutly 
thank God. My work is large- 
ly carried on by. Christian 
women, some of whom have 
been with me for long years, 
as well as by a number of 
young men. God is good, won- 
derfully good, to any man 
when He gives him a good 
wife or a lovely daughter. 


|Fine Christian women do 


much of the singing and pray- 
ing and serving in the church- 
es. Yet it remains the clear 
teaching of the Word of God 
that a man is the highest 
work of God. 


God’s inspired Word tells us that 
the man “is the image and glory 
of God: but the woman is the 
glory of the man.” A man is like 
God in a sense that a woman is 
not like God. For example, God 
is masculine. Mrs. Mary Baker Ed- 
dy, false prophetess of so-called 
Christian Science, calls God “Our 


Father-Mother God,’ but that is 
wholly unscriptural. God is al- 
ways, in the Bible, called ‘He,”’ 
never “Her.” He is called ‘“‘“Father,”’ 
not “Mother.” Christ is -called 
“the man Christ Jesus,” not “the 
woman.” He is called ‘“Bride- 
groom,” not “bride,” “King,” not 
“queen,” “Prophet,” not “prophet- 
ess,” “Son,” not “daughter.” Christ 
was a man, a masculine man. His 
body was a man’s body. His work 
was a man’s work. His tempta- 
tions a man’s temptations. I do 
not mean that Christ is not the 
Saviour every woman needs, nor 
that He does not know her every 
longing, feel her every sorrow, 
meet her every need. But God 
would not have had the Bible so 
full of it if He did not want us 
to notice that G@hrist was a man, 
net a woman, and that man is 
therefore made in the image of 
God in a sense that cannot be 
true of a woman. So, in the home, 
man is the deputy of God, and 
should lead the home for God. 
Ievery man should realize that 
God has laid on him duties and 
responsibilities that women are 
not fitted to carry, and are not 
ordinarily required to carry. God 
commanded the man, Adam, not 
to eat of the forbidden fruit, be- 
fore the woman was ever made 
(Gen. 2:17). Adam named all the 
animals also before Eve was cre- 
ated (Gen. 2:19, 20). When the 
two had sinned, it was Adam God 
sought and first reproached, 
though the woman had first

sinned. It was to Adam that God 
said, “‘Cursed is the ground for thy 
sake; . In the sweat of thy 
face shalt thou eat bread.” It is 
not that the woman was not as

I. The Picture of a Dying 
Lost Sinner 


“And one of the malefactors which were 
hanged railed on him, saying, If thou be 
Christ, save thyself and us." —vs, 39. 


There are three things I call 
to your attention about the dying 
sinner. First, His Rebellion; Sec- 
ond, His Railings; Third; His Ret- 
ribution. 


The Sinner’s Rebellion 


Rebellion has been the arch- 
enemy of man since Eve, in the 
Garden of Eden, rebelled against 
God and partook of the forbidden 
fruit. This man is hanging upon 
a cross bleeding and dying because 
he rebelled against the Bible. The 
Bible says, ““Thou shalt not steal,” 
but he said, “Away with the Bible, 
I will do as I -please.” The world 
is filled with people today whoa 
say the same thing; so they are 
and they will suifer the same con- 
sequences as the dying thief. 

Today our prisons are filled and 
overflowing because of men, wo- 
men, boys and girls. who rebel at 
the civil laws of the land. Their 
philosophy of life is, “I will do as 
I please.” 

It is dangerous to allow the lit-

New Evangelicalism: 


Its Present Status “

One of the most significant theo- 
logical movements of this genera- 
tion is exercising an increasingly 
large influence in American 
church life. It has arisen out of 
the soil of American fundamental- 
ism. The distinguished character 
and ability of its leaders and the 
widespread exposition of its prin- 
ciples are combining to assure it 
a ready hearing among many con- 
servative ministers and laymen to- 
day. By common usage this move- 
ment has come to be known as the 
“new evangelicalism.” Basically, it 


is an attempt to find a meeting]: 


place between liberalism (with its 
more modern expression, new- 
orthodoxy) and fundamentalism. 


It is unwilling to espouse all the}; 


tenets of liberalism, but is anxious 


to escape some of the reproach |; 


attached to fundamentalism. 
Probably several factors have 
contributed to the rise of this 
new approach. Apparently one of 
the most basic of such factors is 
a long-cherished desire to exert 
more influence and receive more 
recognition from the contemporary 
secular and religious society. A 
hint of this is given in this state- 
ment. by one of its advocates: 
“And we have not always been 
granted even that measure of civi- 
lized respect which our competi- 
tors seem willing to accord each 


other in the world of scholarship 
and learning. Too often our best 
reception has been an amused in- 


dulgence...” (Christianity Today, 
March 4, 1957). 
Some evangelicals have for 


years chafed at the bit because 
their classification as fundamen-

talist precluded any serious con- 
sideration of their thought and 
writings by the masses of our 
country. The bitter pill of re- 
proach, isolation, and derision be- 
cause of their theological position 
has been a difficult one to swal- 
low. They have longed for accept- 
ance as bona fide religious leaders 
among the recognized religious 
groups of the day. This driving 
motive has compelled them to 
change their approach in order 
to better conform to the pattern 
of the day, and so seek to make 
themselves acceptable. 

Coupled with this has been an 
unwillingness to continue in a con- 
stant, vigorous defense of the 
faith. New evangelicals express 
impatience and disdain with those 
who expose the sin and error of 
apostasy and long to forget the 
whole fundamentalist-modernist 
controversy and move on to some- 
thing more “constructive.” They 
have grown weary in the battle, 
and have decided that the advice 
of the old frontiersman is wise, 
“If you can’t lick ’em, jine ’em.”’ 


I. The Principles of the 
New Evangelicalism 


The new evangelicalism is a 
very recent movement, an emerg- 
ing movement, and hence it does 
not as yet present itself in any 
highly organized form nor have 
its principles been all thoroughly 
crystallized. However, it is not 
too difficult to discover their ma- 
jor premises by a perusal of vari- 
ous articles which are appearing 
in defense of their cause. 


Friendliness to Liberalism 

and Neo-orthodoxy 

This new evangelicalism ap- 
proaches the liberal bear with a 
bit of honey instead of a gun. It 
expresses the feeling that liberal- 
ism is on the wane and that con- 
servatism is growing in many of 
the major denominations. So, 
Donald Grey Barnhouse, in a let- 
ter of apology to the Presbyterian 
Church for his uncooperative spirit 
in the past, states that “there has 
been a change of circumstances 
and of theological emphasis within 
our denomination” (Monday Morn- 
ing, Dec, 20, 1954). He declares in 
another place that “the move- 
ment in the theological world to- 
day is definitely toward the con- 
servative position” (Eternity, 
Sept., 1957). — 

Feeling that theological liberals 
are increasingly “repentant” and 
are seeking Bible truth, the new 
evangelicals are advocating a rap- 
prochement with them, and one 
editor has noted “a growing will- 
ingness of evangelical theologians 
to converse with liberal theolog- 
ians.” This feeling has expressed 
itself in. many ways—cooperative 
evangelism, acceptance of speak- 
ing engagements in liberal insti- 
tutions, and in other ways. Spe- 
cifically, this tenet of evangelical- 
ism is gradually bringing its pro- 
ponents into a closer relationship 
with the leaders of the ecumenical 


movement—the National and 
World Council of Churches. 
Alva McClain, president . of 


Grace Theological Seminary, has 
very aptly and forcibly put his 
finger upon the fallacy of this 
reasoning. 

Does anyone really think that 
we might “profitably engage in 
an exchange of ideas” with blas- 
phemers who suggest that our

only Lord and Master was be- 
gotten in the womb of a fallen 
mother by a German mercenary 
and that the God of the Old 
Testament is a dirty bully? 
Basically, the problem here is 
ethical rather than theological. 
We must never for one instant 
forget that they are deadly ene- 
mies with whom there can be 
neither truce nor compromise 
(King’s Business, January, 
1957). 


Disavowal of Fundamental- 
ism and Hostility Toward 
Separation — 

The adoption of the title ‘evan- 
gelicalism” is in itself an expres- 
sion of rebellion against funda- 
mentalism. The statement has 
been made by one leading figure 
that “God has bypassed extreme 
fundamentalism.” A number of 
journals have produced articles 
severely castigating the funda- 
mentalists for their ‘‘divisiveness,”’ 
“bitterness,” and a-host of other 
evils. The temper of the new evan- 
gelicalism is definitely one of 
strong criticism of fundamental- 
ism as a movement, 


This is accompanied by a hos- 
tility to separatists, those who 
hold that severance from denomi- 
national apostasy is the only scrip- 
tural course to follow. Harold Oc- 
kenga, first president of Fuller 
Seminary, stated at the inception 
of that seminary that it intended 
to train young men to go back 
into the established denominations 
and that it was not a separatist 
institution. Donald Grey Barn- 
house, for the past few years, has 
severely reprimanded anyone who 
separated from an ecclesiastical 
organization on doctrinal grounds. 


Theological Elasticity 

New evangelicals view funda- 
mentalism as impossibly rigid in 
its theological expression. In an 
article setting forth some of: their 
major beliefs it was suggested 
that the “whole subject of biblical 
inspiration needs reinvestigation”’ 
(Christian Life, March, 1956). Def- 
inite friendliness has been shown 
to the theologian Barth and to 
the neo-orthodox theology . of 
which he is the _ fountainhead. 
Barth’s theology has been hailed 
as “a religious springtime after 
the long, cold winter of Liberal- 
ism” (Christianity Today, October 
13, 1956, p. 22). Such statements 
indicate a general doctrinal fuzzi- 
ness and a particular weakness in 
the area of revelation and inspira- 
tion. In fact, they resist the use 
of the phrase, ‘verbal inspiration,”’ 
because they feel that it antago- 
nizes liberal theologians. 


This contemporary brand of 
evangelicalism is very broad in 
doctrinal inclusivism. It opposes 


the preciseness of dispensational- 
ism and registers an impartiality 
Which borders on_ indifference 
when faced with the great pro- 
phetic questions. It is cordial to 
Pentecostal and holiness theology, 
advocating great latitude on the 
doctrine of the Holy Spirit. Ir 
short, it tries to embrace as wide 
a constituency as possible by re- 
moving as many theological ob- 
stacles as it can. This results of 
course In an undefined evangel- 
icalism which bypasses many im- 
portant doctrines. 


Emphasis on Social Problems 


One of the leaders of the new 
evangelicalism was requested by 
reporters to define its nature. He 
replied that the new evangelical- 
ism “differs from fundamentalism 
in its willingness to handle the 
social problems which the funda- 
mentalists evaded” (Associated 
Press, Dec. 8, 1957). Vernon 
Grounds declares, ‘““‘We must... 
make evangelicalism more rele- 
vant to the political and sociologi- 
eal realities of our times” (Chris- 
tian Life, March, 1956). 

The problem the evangelicals 
face at this point is the rather 
elear fact that nowhere in Scrip- 
ture is the church commissioned 
to agitate for better social condi- 
tions or to attempt to solve cur- 
rent social problems. While it is 
the duty of every believer to con- 
duct himself as a good citizen and 
vote for whatever measures seem 
right, it is not the responsibility 
of the church of Christ to remedy 
all the social evils of its day. Paul 
never organized a “Society for the 
Abolition of Slavery.” He simply 


admonished slaves to be good 
slaves for Christ’s sake. The New 
Testament does .not reveal any 
divine plan for a church-sponsored 
social program, History teaches 
that preoccupation with this even- 
tually leads to the ruin of the 
church, 


A Positivism Without 
Negativism 

New evangelicals wish to avoid 
as much controversy as possible. 
The leading editorial spokesman 
for the position seeks a ministry 
which is “positive and constructive 
rather than negative and destruc- 
tive” (Christianity Today, March 
4, 1957). The clear implication is 
that negativism is not construc- 
tive. For this reason the new 
evangelicalism does not clearly 
and consistently expose the ma- 
chinations and error of religious 
apostasy. It feels that to engage 
in such ministry would be to alien- 
ate the liberals and render their 
hopes of winning them, void. 

To bolster their program of 
positivism evangelicals have 
branded fundamentalists as _ too 
“negative” and “reactionary.” Doc- 
trinal controversy has been de- 
scribed as unfortunate and di- 
visive. However, John F. Wal- 
voord answers this charge. “Fun- 
damentalists have inevitably been 
eontroversialists, since historically 
they have fought the tide of lib- 
eral theology. Those who dislike 
controversy naturally turn away 
from fundamentalism” (Hternity, 
June, 1957, p. 35). An obedient 
church must contend with error 
as well as propagate truth. 


Adm ration for and Adjust- 
ment to the Achievements 
of Secular Learning 


The learning of modern science 
and philosophy is looked upon by 
new evangelicals with some ad- 
miration. There is an open procla- 
mation of various ‘‘evolutionary”’ 
theories—an obvious effort to 
make the conservative cause more 
respectable in the eyes of atheis- 
tic and agnostic scientists. 


Fundamentalism in the past has 
rightly regarded secular science 
with suspicion. No educated fun- 
damentalist, however, has been 
blind to the marvelous things 
Which science has done. Funda- 
mentalism has stood firmly against 
the materialistic, naturalistic 
philosophy which has dominated 
secular science, and with. which 
many scientists have openly op- 
posed the revealed Christian faith. 


II. The Advocates of the 
New Evangelicalism 


The man who is generally re- 
garded as the founder of this 
movement is Harold J. Ockenga, 
pastor of the Park Street Church 
in Boston, and formerly president 
of Fuller Theological Seminary. 
Mr. Ockenga has propagated the 
principles of the new evangelical- 
ism for some years, but not until 
fairly recently has he succeeded, 
with the help of a number of 
other Christian leaders, in gaining 
popular support for ‘it. 


Other scholarly proponents of 
this school of thought are: Vernon 
Grounds, president of the Con- 
servative Baptist Seminary in 
Denver (though many CBA lead- 
ers are opposed to Grounds’ posi- 
tion); Edward Carnell, president 
of Fuller Theological Seminary; 
Donald Grey Barnhouse, editor of 
Eternity; Bernard Ramm, profes- 
sor at Baylor University; and Carl 
Henry, editor of Christianity To- 
day. 

The popular spokesman for the 
movement is the dynamic young 
evangelist, Billy Graham. The 
father of new evangelicalism, Har- 
old J. Ockenga, has declared, 
“Evangelist Billy Graham... on 
the same level is the spokesman 
of the convictions and ideals of 
the new evangelicalism” (Associ- 
ated Press, Dec. 8, 1957). The 
Asheville Citizen-Times (Oct. 19, 
1958) lauds Graham as the ‘“ma- 
turing leader” of the new evangel- 
icalism. Christian Life (March, 
1956) states, in reference to the 
new evangelicalism,; ‘With a man 


‘like Billy Graham in the world 


spotlight the Gospel that evangel- 
icalism preaches is being put be- 
fore men and women as never 
before.” 

Disciples of evangelicalism have 
captured a number of important 
media for the propagation of their 
views. Fuller Theological Semi- 
nary has become the leading de- 
fender of this position. In a letter

church leaders to a dinner Dr. 
Charles Fuller wrote: “A highlight 
of the evening will be a word from 
the distinguished president of the 
seminary, Dr. Edward John Car- 
nell, on ‘What Is the New Evan- 
gelicalism?’ You may have noted 
that Billy Graham recently joined 
our Board of Trustees ... .-The 
aim of Fuller Seminary is to com- 
bine scholarship with evangelism 
... to join biblical theology with 
social compassion . . . to produce 
a ‘new evangelicalism.’ ”’ 


Several widely-read periodicals 
are voices for the new evangelical- 
ism, among them Christianity To- 
day, Christian Life, and Eternity. 
While each is independent of the 
other, all are espousing similar 
principles. Tremendous amounts 
of money have been placed at the 
disposal of some evangelicals so 
that the magazine, Christianity 
Today, for instance, is being sent 
free to thousands of ministers in 
this country and others. The out- 
reach is tremendous. A concert- 
ed effort is being made to win 
thousands of ministers and lay- 
men to the new evangelical posi- 
tion. 


III. The Impact of the New 
Evangelicalism 


Compromising theologies are not 
new in the Christian church. One 
is reminded of the syncretism of 
George Calixtus whereby he en- 
deavored to unite divergent Prot- 
estant elements in the Seven- 
teenth century. The two extremes 
of liberalism and fundamentalism 
are bound eventually to bring 
forth a mediating effort such as 
the new evangelicalism. 

Very rapidly the new evangel- 
icalism is cohering into a definite 
theological movement, It already 
can lay claim to its own leaders, 
its schools, and its magazines, It 
has become a force which cannot 
be ignored in Protestantism today. 

For any honest observer it is 
obvious that the new evangelical- 
ism is dividing the conservative 
camp. Many conservatives are be- 
ing swayed by the large-scale 
scholarly and popular presentation 
of the new evangelicalism. Possi- 
bly the single greatest asset to 
their cause is the ecumenical evan- 
gelistic technique which in metro- 
politan centers of the world is 
uniting liberals and fundamental- 
ists and thereby subtly gaining the 
objective of evangelicalism—a syn- 
thesis. On the other hand, many 
fundamentalists of various denom- 
inational allegiances are standing 
fast against the inroads of this 
evangelicalism and not without 
great opposition. 

The effect of this entire move- 
ment will have to be decision. De- 
cision on the part of all those 
who have in the past been identi- 
fied with what is known as the 
fundamentalist movement. The in- 
terdenominational schools of our 
country are facing a decision. Will 
they stand for fundamentalism or 
will they abdicate to the new 
evangelicalism? For most of them 
it is not an easy decision for their 
interdenominational character re- 
lates them to leaders on both sides 
of the issue. 


The same decision will face in- 
terdenominational missionary 
agencies. Many of them are reluc- 
tant to take sides in any doctrinal 
or ecclesiastical controversy for 
fear of alienating some of their 
supporters. However, the very na- 
ture of the new evangelicalism will 
demand a decision. 


The new evangelicalism, while 
propagated by sincere and able 
men, is not worthy of the support 
of Christians. It lacks moral cour- 
age in the face of the great con- 
flict with apostasy. It lacks doc- 
trinal clarity in important areas 
of theology. It makes unwarranted 
concessions to the enemies of the 
cross of Christ. Christians every- 
where should resist it steadfastly 
in the faith.

The English and Hebrew Bible Students Con- 
cordance by Aaron Pick, Professor of Hebrew 
and Chaldee, University of Prague, has just been 
reprinted. 589 pages. 

All who are anxiously seeking for instruction 
in the truth of God’s holy Word, as contained 
in the Old Testament, must have felt, more or 
less, how much their studies might have been 
assisted, and many difficulties removed, could 
they have had certain words or passages eluci- 
dated by a competent Hebrew scholar. 

For instance, in # Chron. x. 14, it is stated 
that Saul enquired ofa familiar spirit, ‘‘and 
enquired not of the Lord: therefore he slew 
him’’; while in | Sam. xxviii. 6, we read that 
‘“‘When Saul enquired of the Lord, the Lord an- 
swered him not.’’ Here is presented to the Bible 
student the difficulty of an apparent contra- 
diction which, however, is readily explained by 
referring to this Concordance, where we find that 
in | Sam. the Hebrew word translated ‘‘en- 
quired,”’ is 6 estas) SHOAL, to ask’’; while the He- 
brew word in | Chron. is ‘‘* wrt DORASH, to 
search out, to search after.’’ Thus we find there 
is no contradiction, for it is true that Saul did 
ask ( Sxuj SHOAL) of God in an _ indifferent 
way; and it is true that Saul did not search 
out (W727  DORASH) or seek earnestly for 
an answer from God. It is also true that while 
he did only ask of God, he did earnestly seek 
of the familiar spirit, { Chron. x 13; 4 Sam. 
xxviii. 7. 

The design, therefore, of. the present work is 
to place before every Bible Student the means of 
readily obtaining this assistance, by enabling him 
to ascertain the full literal meaning of the He- 
brew words in any passage he may be desirous of 
investigating; a point of no little consequence 


when it is known that one word in e English 
version, in various places, represents/what is in 
the Hebrew expressed by several, ahd at times 
very different, words.

doubtless as early as the time of 
Abraham; when the head of every 
household was its priest. — 

The curtain now falls upon this 
earthly scene and is lifted upon 
a heavenly one. 

I will ask you to read verses six 
to twelve. 

“Now there was a day when 
the sons of God came to present 
themselves before the Lord, and 
Satan came also among them. 
And the Lord said unto Satan, 
Whence comest thou? Then Sa- 
tan answered the Lord, and said, 
From going to and fro in the 
earth, and from walking up and 
down in it. And the Lord said 
unto Satan, Hast thou consid- 
ered my servant Job, that there 
is none like him in the earth, 
a perfect and an upright man, 
one that feareth God, and es- 
cheweth evil? Then Satan an- 
swered the Lord, and said, Doth 
Job fear God for nought? Hast 
not thou made an hedge about 
him, and about his house, and 
about all that he hath on every 
side? thou hast blessed the work 
of his hands, and his substance 
is increased in the land. But put 
forth thine hand now, and touch 
all that he hath, and he will 
curse thee to thy face. And the 
Lord said unto Satan, Behold, 
all that he hath is in thy power; 
only upon himself put not forth 
thine hand. So Satan went forth 
from the presence of the Lord.” 


Il. Jehovah Challenged 


Let us pause to consider what 
I have called a challenge to Je- 
hovah. We have a mysterious fea- 
ture here in the reference to the 
day “when the sons of God came 
to. present themselves before the 
Lord.” 

That phrase “sons of God,” 
wherever used in the Old Testa- 
ment, always refers, not to men, 
but to angels; whether they are 
good or evil angels the context 
must determine. In this’ case 
doubtless, they were good angels. 

God seems to have given the 
different parts of His great uni- 
verse into the charge of different 
angels. We find in the Old Testa- 
ment that He has giv certain 
mations into their care—His own 
nation Israel, for example, to the 
archangel Michael. Jesus _ also 
spoke of children having angels 
in charge of them. “Their angels 
do always behold the face of my 
Father which is in heaven” (Matt. 
18:10). So it would appear that 
in these ranks of angelic beings, 
of whom we know so little, God 
has put some in charge not only 
of nations, but the planets of the 
world. 

Here is a picture of. a time when 
“the sons of God” are returning 
to give an account of their stew- 
ardship unto Him, to report con- 
cerning the affairs committed to 
them, And mystery of mysteries! 
Satan comes also among them. Is 
it possible that he has access unto 
God? 


Satan, the God of This World 

The answer is difficult to state 
in a sentence or two, but we need 
to remember that Satan is an 
angel, and one of the greatest 
God created. He was created holy, 
and it would appear that God gave 
unto him the control and govern- 
ment of this world. He fell through 
pride, and the world fell with him, 
as we learn in Genesis 3. Yet -God 
has not been pleased thus far to 


entirely denude Satan of all the 


power originally committed to 
him. He is still called in Scripture 
“the god of this world,” and in a 
real sense he is its god and the 
one its people worship. He doubt- 
less has access to God even now, 
for he is not yet cast down to this 
earth, as we learn will be the case 
in the end of the age (Rev. 12). 
Jehovah inquires of him as to 
why he has come, and his answer 
is notable—‘“‘From going to and 
fro in the earth, and from walking 
up and down in it.” The Hebrew 
words mean not merely a careless 
and indifferent ‘‘going to and fro, 
and walking up and down,” but a 
careful, discriminating and scru- 
tinizing one. It would seem that 
he were peering into things, and 
especially the characters of the 
saints, if haply he. may have 
wherewith to accuse them before 
God, for. you recall that in the 
New Testament he is called “the 
aceuser of the brethren.” 
Jehovah draws his attention to 


Job, as one whom “there is none 
like him in the earth, a ‘perfect 
and an upright man, one that fear- 
eth God, and escheweth evil.” It 
were as though He said: “Satan, 
thou hast found nothing to accuse 
in him.” But the latter is ready 
for the occasion and has a charge 
to make even against Job. He 
charges him with a mercenary 
spirit, saying, “Doth Job serve 
God for nought?” Or, in other 
words, he says, “The reason Job 
serves Thee with such apparent 
faithfumess is because Thou hast 
subsidized him, bribed him, Hast 
not Thou made an hedge about 
him, and about his house, and 
about all that he hath on every 
side?’’ 


Protecting Hedges 

Here are three hedges God 
placed-around His saint: the per- 
sonal hedge, the family hedge, and 
the property hedge—the hedge 
about him, about his house, and 
about all that he hath on every 
side. “Thou hast blessed the work 
of his hands,” Satan adds, ‘and 
his substance is increased in the 
land. That is the reason he fears 
Thee, and is so perfect and up- 
right in Thy sight. But now, O 
Almighty One, put forth Thine 
hand and touch all that he hath, 
and I say unto Thee that he will 
do what the rest of the world is 
doing. He will renounce Thee to 
Thy face.” 

We sometimes speak of. this 
book as a record of the trial of 
Job, and for convenience I have 
so denominated it in the title of 
this lecture, but, it is not Job 
who is on trial so much as God 
Himself. It is a question as to 
whether God is able to “keep the 
feet of His saints,” and whether 
His grace is, after all, sufficient 
for His people. Is it necessary for 
God to bless us in our persona! 
and temporal affairs that we may 
be faithful unto Him, notwith- 
standing the grace He has shown 
us through His Son? 

Satan challenges: God on this 
score, and glory to His name, He 
condescends to accept the chal- 
lenge! Satan throws down the 
glove, and God picks it up in the 
words, “Put forth thine hand now. 
Behold, all that he hath is in thy 
power; only upon himself put not 
forth thine hand. So Satan went 
forth from the presence of the 
Lord.” 

You will observe that, so far 
as the saints are concerned, al- 
though Satan may have a certain 
power over them, it is, after all, 
limited of God. God says, ‘Thou 
mayest have all that Job has in 
thy power, but upon himself thou 
canst not put thine hand; I limit 
thee there, I hold thee in re- 
straint.” The curtain now falls 
upon the heavenly scene, and once 
more rises upon that of earth. 

Let us read verses thirteen to 
nineteen. 


“And there was a day when 
his sons and his daughters were 
eating and drinking wine in 
their .eldest brother’s house: 
And there came a messenger 
unto Job, and said, The oxen 
were plowing, and the asses 
feeding beside them: And the 
Sabeans fell upon them, and 
took them away; yea, they have 
slain the servants with the edge 
of the sword; and I only am 
eseaped alone to tell thee. While 
he was yet speaking, there came 
also another, and said, The fire 
of God is fallen from heaven, 
and hath burned up the sheep, 
and the servants, and consumed 
them; and I only am escaped 
alone to tell thee. While he was 
yet speaking, there came also 
another, and said, The Chal- 
deans: made out three. bands, 
and fell upon the camels, and 
have carried them away, yea, 
and slain the servants with the 
edge of the sword; and I only 
am escaped alone to tell thee. 
While he was yet speaking, 
there came also another, and 
said, Thy sons and thy daugh- 
ters were eating and drinking 
wine in their eldest brother’s 


house: And, behold, there came | 


a great wind from the wilder- 
ness, and smote the four corners 
of the house, and it fell upon 
the young men, and they are 
dead; and I only am escaped 
alone to tell thee.” 


III. Satan’s Personality 
and Power — 

We ask sometimes whether Sa- 
tan is a person, a person of power, 
and what relation he bears to the 
things of earth, and especially to 


the people upon the earth. God an- 
swers these questions here in out- 
line, giving concrete illustrations 
concerning some of them. He 
shows us not only that Satan is’ 
a person, but one of very great 
power. We see it exercised over 
the winds, and the lightnings of 
heaven; over the wills and disposi- 
tions of men, as in the case of the 
Sabeans and Chaldeans, moved by 
him to murder and pillage; and 
upon the bodies of men, not only 
bringing disease upon them, but 
taking away their lives. 

We sometimes wonder at earth- 
quakes, famines, pestilences, con- 
flagrations, cyclones, tornadoes, 
and other physical calamities, and 
ascribe them to the laws of na- 
ture, or the violation of those 
laws. That is as far as we can 
go without the revelation of God’s 
Word. But when we come to that 
we have a broader horizon. set 
before us, and the question arises 
as to what extent the god of this 
world, in his. malignity toward 
men, may have to do with all 
these things. 

Keeping in mind that here we 
have a challenge to Jehovah, let 
us ask, Who has won in the con- 
test, Satan or He? Is it true, or 
not, that God can. keep the feet 
of His saints? That His grace is 
sufficient for His people, even in 
the face oi loss and suffering of 
the direst kind? The reply is 
given in the verses that follow: 

“Then Job arose, and rent his 
mantle, and shaved his head, 
and fell down upon the ground, 
and-worshiped, and said, Naked 
came I out of my mother’s 
womb, and naked shall I return 
thither: the Lord gave, and the 
Lord hath taken away; blessed 
be the name of the Lord. In all 
this Job sinned not, nor charged 
God _ foolishly.” 

In other words, God won, and 
Satan was defeated. 

But the latter is not satisfied. 
The curtain falls again upon the 
earthly scene, and rolls up upon 
a heavenly one, 

Now read chapter two, verses 
one to Six. 

“Again there was a day when 
the sons of God came to present 
themselves before the Lord, and 
Satan came also among them 
to present himself before the 
Lord. And the Lord said unto 
Satan, From whence comest 
thou? And Satan answered the 
Lord, and said, From going to 
and fro in the earth, and from 
walking up and down in it. And 
the Lord said unto Satan, Hast 
thou considered my servant Job, 
that there is none like him in 
the earth, a perfect and an up- 
right man, one that feareth God, 
and escheweth evil? and still 
he holdeth fast his integrity, 
although thou movedst me 
against him, to destroy him 
without cause. And Satan an- 
swered the Lord, and said, Skin 
for skin, yea, all that a man 
hath will he give for his life. 
But put forth thine hand now, 
and touch his bone and _ his 
flesh, and he will curse thee to 
thy face. And the Lord said un- 
to Satan, Behold, he is in thine 
hand; but save~his life.” 


IV. Satan Knows Men 


This scene corresponds to the 
preceding heavenly scene. There 
is, however, a change in the lan- 
guage of Satan’s reply to Jehovah; 
for when the latter says: “Thou 
hast not yet been able to move 
my servant Job, though thou hast 
tried to move me against him 
without cause,” he replies, in ef- 
fect: “Ah! Thou hast not permit- 
ted me to go far enough. Thou 
hast allowed me to break through 
the property hedge and take away 
his possessions, and the family 
hedge, and take away his sons; 
but Thou hast not allowed me to 
break through the personal hedge, 
and put my finger upon him. Skin 
for skin, yea, all that a man hath 


will he give for his life.” 


Satan knows well the human 
heart. Next to God, there is no 
being who knows it as well as he. 
YHe knows how much men think 
of physical life and health; he 
knows what men will do to save 
themselves from disease or deliver 
themselves from it when it comes 
upon them; he knows that some 
are ready to sell their souls for 
the sake of benefiting their bodies. 
And it is upon this principle and 
with reference to~this fact that 
he influences and holds so many 
of them today in the subtle snare 
of Christian Science. 


“Skin for skin, all that a man 


hath will he give for his life. Just! 
let me touch Job personally, and 
ne will curse Thee to Thy face.” 
Jehovah picks up the glove again. 
He accepts the challenge once 
more, and says: “He is in thine 
hand, although thy power is still 
limited. Save his life, but do with 
his body what thou wilt. My seér- 
vant Job will stand firm and loyal: 
to. me, though thou dost afflict 
him with all the severity within 
thy power. He will not apostatize 
nor worship another god.” 

Let us read verses seven to 
ten. 

“So went Satan forth from 
the presence of the Lord, and 
smote Job with sore boils from 
the sole of his foot unto his 
crown. And he took him a pot- 
sherd to scrape himself withal; 
and he sat down among the 
ashes. Then said his wife unto 
him, Dost thou still retain thine 
integrity? curse God, and die. 
3ut he said unto her, Thou 
speakest as one of the foolish 
women speaketh. What? shall 
we receive good at the hand of 
God, and shall we not receive 
evil? In all this did not Job sin 
with his lips.” 


V. Mistaken Comforters 


It was the unkindest cut of all, 
the strongest temptation yet, when 
Jab’s wife said to him, “Dost thou 
still hold fast thine integrity? 
curse God, and die.”’ But Job re- 
plies, ‘““Thou speakest as one of the 
foolish |impious| women. speak- 
eth,” that is, as one of the women 
of the world, in that thou wouldst 
have me desert God because He 
has seen fit to visit evil upon me. 
Shall we worship and serve Him 
only when good is being received, 
and turn our backs upon Him 
when the opposite is true? “In all 
this did not Job sin with his lips.” 
In other words, God was again 
the winner, and Satan the defeat- 
ed one. God’s grace is sufficient 
for His people, and He can keep 
the feet of His saints. 

But the serious question comes, 
Why was this suffering permitted 
upon Job? 

Friends came to comfort—him, 
and sought to answer that ques- 


tion with their finite wisdom. 
There were four friends divided 
into two parties, the first con- 
sisting of three, and the second 


of one. The three contended that 
such suffering was an evidence 
of great iniquity: “Job, thou art 
9 great sinner, because thou art a 
great sufferer.’ Job denied this 
on the ground of his known right- 
eousness, and on the ground that 
the wicked were prospered. 

The three friends are silenced, 
and the fourth comes into view. 
He denies that great suffering is 
necessarily an evidence of great 
sin, and says, “The suffering is 
sent for the good of the suffer- 
er.” 

But God Himself denies that. 
Not, of course, in every case does 
He deny it, but in this case of Job 
He denied that this was the pri- 
mary, or the great cause for which 
this suffering was allowed. He de- 
clares that none of these friends 
have spoken true, they have not 
represented Him in the comfort 
they sought to bring, and Job is 
directed to present offerings on 
their behalf and intercede for 
them, that they may be forgiven. 


VI. Why Saints Sometimes 
Suffer 


This leads to the more general 
question, What is the cause of 
suffering in the case of God’s peo- 
ple in any case? It may some- 
times be chastisement, and doubt- 
less it is always for the good of 
the sufferer. But is there not a 


reason far beyond either of these? | 


That reason, as set before us here, 
and in other places in the Word 
of God, is the glory of God Him- 
self, | 

I call your attention to another 
very striking illustration of it in 
the New Testament—the story of 


the man who was born blind and 
to whom Jesus restored sight, in 
John 9, 

There was a day when Jesus 
and His disciples were passing by 
this blind man, seated by the Tem- 
ple gate, and the disciples, inter- 
ested only in a question of theolo- 
gy, asked Jesus, “Who did sin, this 
man, or his parents, that he was 
born blind?” And Jesus answered, 
“Neither did this man sin, nor his 
parents, that he was born blind, 
but that the works of God might 
be manifest in him.” 

We do not understand Jesus to 
say that this man was not a sin- 
ner, or that his parents were not 
sinners, for that would contra- 
dict the Word which says, “There 
is none righteous, no, not one.” 
But it was not because of any 
specific sin on the part of this 
man or his parents that he was 
born blind, but for a higher rea- 
son—that God might be glorified 
in the restoration of his sight.

tion of God’s purpose and power 
in this case, and in many another 
that might be named, Away back 
in the councils of eternity God 
determined to redeem the human 
race, putting the iniquity of us all 
upon the Person of His own Son, 
our Saviour Jesus Christ. It was 
necessary that that Son should 
take upon Himself our human na- 
ture; that He should come to 
earth; and that He should be 
known and identified when He 
came, by the works He should do, 
that men might believe on Him. 

And so, for your redemption and 
mine and that of the whole world, 
God caused this child to be born 
blind. It brought sorrow to his 
parents and to himself. Day after 
day, when old enough for the pur- 
pose, he was led to this conspicu- 
ous place by the Temple gate. 
Day after day, week after week, 
month after month, year after 
year he sat there. All Jerusalem 
knew him; thousands of people 
from Judea and Galilee knew him 
and knew he had been born blind. 

And now the reason for it all! 
The Son of man has left the glory 
He had with His Father before 
the world was; He has come down 
to earth to suffer and die; and He 
is about to be identified as the 
Son of God and the Saviour of 
the world. On this memorable day 
He is passing by the Temple gate, 
and seeing this man, speaks to 
him the word of power that gives 
him the sight he never had. The 
man returns to his home and it 
is known there, and in all Jerusa- 
lem, and in all Judea, and in all 
the world, that God did it to certi- 
fy to the well-beloved One, whose 
blood cleanseth us from all sin. 


Suffering Worth While 
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that man to have been born blind, 
and to have suffered so? Was it 
not worth while for his parents to 
have suffered? Does God ever put 
suffering upon His faithful wit- 
nesses when reward does not fol- 
low it? It was well worth his 
while, not only for his own sake, 
but for that of millions of re- 
deemed souls who have been won 
to God through Jesus Christ. They 
are in His presence now, because 
of the testimony he bore to Him 
by sitting at the Temple gate un- 
til He restored his sight. 


Men and women, it is worth 
while being a saint of God, and 
worth while suffering for Him. 
Do you remember what Paul says 
concerning this? He says that we 
are witnesses for God not only in 
the eyes of men, but angels. God’s 
intelligences throughout all His 
universe are looking down upon 
the church and magnifying the 
wisdom, the grace, the power and 
the love of God, as manifested in 
His dealings with His _ people 
through Jesus Christ. Job was 
bearing witness not only before 
men, but angels, evil and holy 
angels, as well. He was testifying 
by his fidelity that God’s grace is 
sufficient, and that He can keep 
the feet of His saints. 

Men and women,—and of course, 
I mean Christian men and women, 
regenerated men and women— 
when trial comes upon us, instead 
of causing our hands to hang 
down and our knees to become 
weak, it should have the. opposite 
effect. Let us lift up our heads 
and throw back our shoulders, and 
strengthen our hearts and count 
ourselves happy that God hath 
thought us worthy to suffer for 
Him! Let us trust Him though He 
Slay us! 


Does It Pay? 


Does it pay to serve God? 
“Godliness is profitable unto all 
things, having promise of the life 
that now is, and of that which is 
to come” (I Tim. 4:8). It paid 
Job to serve Him, for his latter 
end was better than the begin- 
ning. And Jesus says that no man 
hath left father or mother, or 
brother or sister, or wife or- chil- 
den, or houses and lands, for His 
sake and the Gospel’s, who shall 
not receive a hundredfold now in 
this present time, and in the time 
to come life everlasting! 

May God’s blessing. rest upon 
the exposition of His Word, sanc- 
tifying our hearts in it and 
strengthening our faith by it. As 
we go out to face whatever is 
before us, may we do so with the 
courage and patience and hope 
born of the knowledge that we are 
His and that He is ours through 
faith in the once crucified, but 
now glorified, Redeemer.

The Rice Biography .. . 


What's It Like? 


By Viola Walden, Secretary to Dr. Rice 


Since our readers are all agog 
with curiosity following the an- 
nouncement two weeks ago that 
a biography of the editor is about 
to be’ released, we thought we 
would run a thumbnail review in 
this issue of its contents. So here 
is a brief sketch, chapter by chap- 
ter, of what the book is like. 


Chapter One: Born to Preach. 
This chapter recounts his birth, 
ancestry and early life up to the 
untimely death of his mother. 
Shows how both mother and fath- 
er had committed him into the 
Lord’s hands for the ministry. 

Chapter Two: Saved for Cer- 
tain. Tells of his early conviction 
of sin, how he eventually was con- 


verted through a message on the] 


prodigal son, the troubled years 
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absence of any intimation of its 
unhistorical character, but the de- 
tails of persons and places in 
which it abounds testify to the 
opposite. Such things are not 
found in an allegory. 

Dr. Taylor Lewis, the distin- 
guished Hebraist and commenta- 
tor, says that since there is noth- 
ing in the book itself to lead to 
the thought that it is unhistorical, 
it would amount to the perpetra- 
tion of a fraud, if such were after 
all, the case. ‘‘In this respect,” he 
goes on to say, “it differs from all 
the fables, riddles, parables and 
allegories of the Scripture, which 
no subsequent inspired writer was 
ever led to regard as actual his- 
tory.” 

It is apparent strangeness, the 
very unusual character of the re- 


corded experience of Job that 


leads certain critics to doubt its 
reality, but on comparison with 
the records of Abraham, Jacob, 
Joseph and others of his contem- 
poraries, it is not so strange. 


Job’s Period 


I agree with those who place 
the period of Job as early as the 
patriarchs; and one thing that 
suggests it is the long life of Job, 
about 200 years, comparing more 
nearly with the ages to which men 
then lived than at any subsequent 
period. 

But there are allusions in the 
text of the book also which help 
t6 fix its period. For example, the 
worship of God described in the 
first and last chapters, is seen to 
be that of sacrifice without any 
officiating priest or any sacred 
place, just as we find it in the 
time of the patriarchs, but not in 
the time of Moses. The allusions 
to the worship of idolatry also, 
viz., that of the heavenly bodies 
(Job 31:26-28), point to the ear- 
liest form of idolatry known. 

But there are certain omissions 
in the book which are equally 
Strong evidence to its antiquity; 
for example, it never mentions the 
books of the Old Testament, or 
the history of Israel. This is al- 
most incredible on the supposi- 
tion that such a literature and 
such a people were in existence. 
Nor is there any mention of the 
destruction of Sodom and Gomor- 
rah, though those nations were in 
the neighborhood of Job’s locality, 
and would have furnished a strong 
weapon in the hands of his 
“friends” to emphasize certain 
arguments they were insisting up- 
on. 

Indeed, I find that many exposi- 
tors place Job as a contemporary 
of Abraham, and suppose the 
chronological order of the book to 
be somewhere between the 11th 
and 12th chapters of Genesis. 


Authorship of the Book 


The question of the authorship 
of the book is perhaps indetermin- 
able, some ascribing it to Job him- 
self, some to Elihu, and some, 
the largest number perhaps, to 
Moses. Of course, the author may 
have lived much later than the 
hero, compiling the whole under 
the inspiration of the Holy Spirit 
as in the case of other books to 
which reference has been made. » 

Its place in the Old Testament 
Canon is. authenticated by our 
Lord and His apostles, It was part 
of the Bible as they Knew it, and 
as they used it.

The Sinner’s Railing 


“And one of the malefactors 
which were hanged railed on him.” 
Why do people rail on Jesus? 
Jesus is our best friend, the best 
friend this world ever had. It was 
Jesus who put His hand on the 
heads of little children and bless- 
ed them. It was Jesus who fed 
the starving multitudes. It was 
Jesus who healed the sick, gave 
sight to the blind, raised the dead. 
It is Jesus who gives you food, 
water and air. It is Jesus who lets 
the rains fall on the fields of both 
the saint and the sinner, the good 
and the bad. Yet people rail upon 
Him. 

The modernist rails upon Him and 
says, ‘He is the illegitimate son 
of a Jewish harlot. The Bible is 
a myth; you cannot believe that 
it is verbally inspired.’ They 
laugh at the thought of the physi- 
cal miracles of the Old and New 
Testaments being real. To them 
the resurrection of Jesus is noth- 
ing more than spiritual. Higher 
criticism has gone through Heav- 
en and told us there is no 
gold; through Hell and told us 
there is no fire there; through 
Christ and told us there is no 
God there. 


A few years ago I was at the 
People’s Church in Truro, Nova 
Scotia. Every day at noon for 
three weeks we preached on the 
square, in the heart of town. As 
a whole, the people of the town 
resisted our preaching. The 
preachers of the town resisted 
our preaching. On the last day 
five or six high school boys tried 
to break up our street meeting. 
I turned to them and preached 
Hell-fire and damnation, and they 
backed off. The Bible says, “‘Re- 
sist the devil, and he will flee 
from you.’ When I= finished 
preaching one of the boys asked, 
“Do you believe the Bibie is the 
Word of God?” 

“I sure do, Son.” 

“Why do you believe it?” 


“Because it speaks to me and 
warms my heart like the sun 
warms this old world.” 


“But,” said he, “how do I know 
it is God’s Word?’’ 

I said, “In Leviticus 17:11 the 
Bible says, ‘For the life of the 
flesh is in the blood.’ 

“Today the doctors give blood 
transfusions because the life of 
the flesh is in the blood, but only 
recently have they learned to do 
this. Moses knew this a long, long 
time ago; or did he know it? I 
doubt if he did. God told him to 
write this in the Bible. God told 
Isaiah to write that the world is 
round in Isaiah 40:22.” 

As I talked with these boys a 
woman walked up, slapped the one 
doing the talking on the shoulder 
and said, “Give them hell, Son; 
give them hell.” 

Oh! I plead with you, don’t rail 
on Jesus. He is your best Friend. 
He died for you. 


The Sinner’s Retribution 


The Bible says, “Be not deceiv- 
ed: God is not mocked: for what- 
soever a man soweth, that shall 
he also reap” (Gal. 6:7). 

“For the wages of sin is death” 
(Rom. 6:23a). 

“The soul that sinneth, it shall 
die” (Ezek. 18:20). 

“And be sure your sin will find 
you out” (Num. 32:23). 

I know not how long this man 
had turned his back upon God and 
rejected Jesus Christ, but I do 
know that your sin will find you 
out as it did the man in our text. 
The Word of God says, “And as it 
is appointed unto men once to die, 
but after this the judgment” (Heb. 
9:27). 


Sinner friend, you are sure to 


die, and you are sure to come into 
judgment. There might be alive 
in your body right now the dread- 
ed disease that will take your life. 

A few weeks ago I walked into 


a man’s place of business and 
spoke to him. He stood staring in- 
to space. Noticing something was 
wrong, I asked him what was the 
trouble. ‘“‘Man, I didn’t realize you 
were talking to me. I am about 
crazy. I went to the doctor this 
afternoon and he said, ‘Fellow, you 
are a sick man! Let me see your 
fingers. Take off your shirt’; and 
he felt under my arms and found 
knots. Then -he said, ‘You have 
cancer,’ ” 

“Brother Keenum, you can’t im- 
agine how I felt,’”’ this man said. 
“I’m only forty-two. I have two 
boys in college. A few days ago 
I bought a lot and was planning 
to build a home. My business is 
all I have thought about. I have 
lived for self, now I am going to 
die.” 

This man’s sin had caught up 
with him, and he wasn’t ready to 
die. I told him how the Lord lov- 
ed him and what God would do 
for him, but he insisted that it 
would take time and restitution 
before he could get right with 
God. This man used to sit in my 
Sunday School class and reject 
Jesus Christ. For twenty years 
now he has rejected Christ; he is 
still rejecting Christ. “There is 
a time I know not when, a place 
I know not where, that marks 
the destiny of men from Heaven 
to despair.” 


II. The Picture of a Dying 
Saviour 


“And when they were come to the place, 
which is called Calvary, there they cruci- 
fid him..."—Luke 23:33a. 


There are three things we would 
like for you to note about the dy- 
ing Saviour. First, His virgin 
birth; second, his vicarious death; 
third, His victorious resurrection. 


His Virgin Birth 


“Therefore the Lord himself 
shall give you a sign; Behold, a 
virgin shall conceive, and bear a 
son, and shall call his name Im- 
manuel” (Isa. 7:14). The Revised 
Standard Version of the Bible 
renders the Hebrew word alma 
in Isaiah 7:14 by the words, 
“young woman.” In this way 
Satan seeks to do away with the 
virgin birth, for a young woman 
is not necessarily a virgin; .she 
may even be married. The true 
rendering of this passage is as 
our King James Version has it, 
“Behold, a virgin~ shall conceive, 
and bear a son, and shall call his 
name Immanuel.” There are many 
testimonies to the virgin birth of 
Jesus Christ. Consider first the 
testimony of biology. Although 
the virgin birth is indeed a bio- 
logical impossibility, yet I am told 
that it- is not unknown in the 
physical realm, for the drone bee 
has a mother but no father. 


Jesus claimed God to be His 
Father. At the age of twelve Jesus 
went to the feast of the passover. 
He stayed behind and later when 
His parents found Him, His moth- 
er asked, “Son, why hast thou 
thus dealt with us?” ‘“Wist ye not 
that I must be about my Father’s 
business?” He answered (Luke 2: 
49). Who was His Father? If it 
was Joseph and He was about His 
father Joseph’s business, He 
would have been busy with saw 
and hammer working on wood- 
work of the Temple, for Joseph 
was a carpenter. But His Father 
was God, and being about His 
Ieather’s business He sat among 
the doctors discussing the law and 
the prophets, 


God claimed Jesus to be His 
Son. When Jesus was baptized the 
Bible says, “And lo a voice from 
heaven, saying, This is my beloved 
son, in whom I am well pleased” 
(Matt. 3:17). Paul believed Jesus 
virgin born. Paul certainly had in 
mind the virgin birth when he 
wrote to the Galatians, “When 
the fulness of the time was come, 
God sent forth His Son, made of 
a woman” (Gal. 4:4). 


His Vicarious Death 


“For he hath made him to be 
sin for us, who knew no sin; that 
we might be made the righteous- 
ness of God in him” (II Cor. 5:21). 
The doctrine of substitutionary 
atonement is found here. From 
Genesis through Revelation the 
Bible pictures the innocent dying 
for- the guilty. Jesus Christ, the 


-innocent and perfect sacrifice, was 


made for you.and if you will ac- 
cept Him you may be saved. 

The story is told of a drunkard 
who went to town on a Saturday 
morning and got drunk, as was 


his habit. In the wee hours of the 
morning he started walking home. 
The weather was freezing. The old 
drunkard wobbled over into a 
ditch and fell. Not able to get up, 
he lay there all night. The cold 
and exposure was too much for 
him, so he took pneumonia and 
died. 


He left behind his little frail- 
bodied consumptive wife and a 
little nine-year-old boy named 
Johnny. The mother took in wash- 
ing, picked up little odd jobs here 
and there which barely enabled 
her to keep soul and body togeth- 
er. One morning the little boy got 
out of bed, put on his clothes and 
went over to the bread box hop- 
ing to find a few crumbs. As he 
lifted the lid of the box his moth- 
er said, “Johnny, bring me a lit- 
tle piece of bread.” The little fel- 
low rubbed the tears from his eyes 
as he told his poor sick mama 
there was no bread this morning. 


He finished dressing, kissed his 
mama good-by, opened the shut- 
ter door and followed the little 
path leading through the woods to 
the little one-room country school. 
As he walked in the school yard 
he saw a little girl place her lunch 
box in the window. He walked up 
to the window and looked this 
way and that way, like Moses did 
before he killed the Egyptian, 
then took the lunch box and put 
it under his coat. He then ran to 
the edge of the woods and hid it 
in an old hollow log. 


Recess time came and he play- 
ed with the others. Dinner time 
came—to us who lived in_ the 
country, we ate dinner at noon— 
and he ran out to the edge of the 
woods, took the lunch box from 
the old hollow log, ran down the 
little path to his house and told 
his mother a little girl had given 
them something to eat. They ate 
the lunch and the little fellow 
went back to school. 


The teacher rang and the pupils 
marched into the building. When 
everybody was seated she asked 
who took the little girl’s lunch. 
Before anybody had time to speak 
a little girl jumped up and said, 
“Johnny took it, teacher! Johnny 
took it, teacher! I saw him hide 
it in an old hollow log at the edge 
of the woods.” 


The teacher asked, “Johnny, did 
you take the little girl’s lunch?” 


Slowly the little fellow nodded | 


his head that he did. 

The teacher then said, “Johnny, 
you will please come to the front.” 

Slowly he walked to the front 
of the room. 

The teacher said, “Johnny, you 
know we havea rule, and the rule 
calls for ten licks upon the back 
with your coat removed: Johnny, 
take off your coat.” 

The little fellow looked up in- 
to the teacher’s face and said, 
“Teacher, please don’t make me 
take off my coat.” 

“Johnny, you know you helped 
make the rule, and the rule says 
ten licks with your coat removed.” 

The little fellow pleadingly, and 
with tears in his eyes, pleaded, 
“Teacher, if you will not make me 
take off my coat you may hit me 
twenty times upon the back and 
every lick could be twice as hard.” 

The teacher said, “Sonny, I wish 
it could be that way, but the rule 
says ten licks without your coat.” 

Standing there with his coat 
collar high about his neck, the 
little fellow slowly pulled out a 
big nail, unfastened a safety-pin, 
then pulled out a long sliver, and 
as he slipped the coat from his 
shoulders there was no shirt, nor 
undershirt on his back. 

(I suppose you never experienc- 
ed anything like that. I have. My 
senior year in high school I wore 
the same pair of pearl grey cor- 
duroy trousers to school all year. 
I had two shirts—one with a back 
in it and one with the back out. 
I was quarterback on the football 
team, catcher and captain of the 
baseball team. One day I asked 
the teacher, “May I raise the 
window? It is a little warm in 
here.” She answered, “Covell, pull 
off your sweater.” 

I said, “Oh, it isn’t too warm.” 
She insisted that I take off my 
sweater, but that day I had on 
the shirt with no back in it.) 

A big boy’s heart was moved, so 
he rushed down the aisle and took 
the little fellow’s place. When the 
teacher had finishd placing the 
ten licks upon this big fellow’s 
back, little Johnny hugged and 
thanked him for what he had 
done. When I heard this story I 
thought, Isn’t that exactly what!! 


Jesus did for me? He took my 
place and with His stripes I was 
healed. 


His Victorious Bodily Resurrection 


“He is not here: for he is risen, 
as he said. Come, see the place 
where the Lord lay” (Matt. 28:6). 
The resurrection of Jesus was a 
bodily resurrection. We should re- 
member that there is no such 
thing as a resurrection unless it be 
a bodily resurrection. There is no 
such thing as the “resurrection of 
a spirit.”” Resurrection means be- 
ing raised again. The spirit never 
has to be raised again from the 
grave because it never enters the 
grave. A spirit can know no resur- 
rection from the dead because a 
spirit never dies. 


The New Testament continually 
insists that it was a body which 
was placed in the tomb, so it was 
a body which came forth from the 
tomb. As the Apostle Paul Says, 
“He owas buried, and he_ rose 
again the third day.” That which 
rose again is that which was bur- 
ied. A spirit is never buried. It 
is- sheer nonsense to talk about 
believing in a spiritual resurrec- 
tion of Christ. There is no such 
thing. If it were a spirit that was 
being raised, there would be no 
sense in insisting on the third day. 
A spirit could manifest itself at 
any time after death. 


On Easter morning, the third 
day, the tomb was found empty. 
Everyone agrees that it was 
empty. All scholars agree, no mat- 
ter what their convictions may be 
regarding the person of Christ and 
the inspiration of the Scriptures, 
that the tomb was empty. The 
women found it empty. The disci- 
ples saw that it was empty. The 
angel said it was empty. The 
guards declared that it was empty, 
when they went to Jerusalem. 
The Jewish Sanhedrin admitted 
that it was empty because they 
never even questioned what the 
guards reported to them, but 
bribed them to tell a lie about 
what had happened. 


An aged verger of Winchester |: 


Cathedral never tired of standing 
on the Cathedral roof and relating 
the story of how the news of 
Wellington’s victory over Napol- 
eon reached England. News of the 
history-making battle came by a 
sailing vessel to the south coast, 
and by semaphore was wigwagg- 


ed overland toward London. Atop 
Winchester Cathedral the sema- 
phore began to spell out the eager- 
ly awaited message: ‘‘W-e-]-l-i-n- 
g-t-o-n—D-e-f-e-a-t-e-d,” and then 
a dense fog settled oppressively 
over the land! The semaphore 
could no longer be seen, and thus 
the sad, heartbreaking news of the 
incomplete message went on to 
London, whelming the country in 
gloom and despair: “Wellington 
Defeated!”’ 


But ere long the fog lifted, and 
again the signaling semaphore 
atop the Cathedral became visible, 
spelling out the complete message 
of the battle, ‘‘W-e-|-]-i-n-g-t-o-n 
——D-e-f-e-a-t-e-d — t-h-e — E-n- 
e-m-y!’’ Now the message all the 
more glorious because of the pre- 
ceding gloom. Like the spread of a 
prairie fire, the joyful news spread 
across the land and lifted the 
spirits of the people onto a plane 
of gratitude and jubilant praise: 
“Wellington Defeated the Enemy!” 


In the long years ago, on a hill 
lone and gray, situated without 
the city’s gate, the sinless Son of 
God gave Himself willingly in a 
vicarious death upon His. cruel 
cross for the sin of the world. The 
prophet Amos had predicted an 
interesting thing about the awe- 
some scene in these words: “And 
it shall come to pass in that day, 
saith the Lord God, that I will 
cause the sun to go down at noon, 
and I will darken the earth in 


the clear day” (Amos 8:9). His 
prophecy was literally fulfilled, 
for Luke tells us: “And it was 
about the sixth hour |noon , and 


there was a darkness over all the 
earth until the ninth hour. And-the 
sun was darkened and the veil of 
the temple was rent in the midst” 
(Luke 23:44, 45). 


As that dense darkness’ en- 
shrouded the land, obscuring from 
the gaze of man the open shame 
to which the Sufferer on the cen- 
tral cross was being submitted, 
“Jesus cried with a loud voice,”

then He said, “Father, into thy 
hands I commend my spirit” 
(Luke 23:46). As He thus died, 
the darkness deepened for His 
fearful followers. To them Calvary 
meant but one thing: ‘“J-E-S-U-S 
—D-E-F-E-A-T-E-D.” Placing His 
limp, lifeless body in the borrowed 
tomb of Joseph of Arimathaea, the 
persistent thought of their trou- 
bled hearts reiterated its hopeless 
message: “Jesus Defeated!” 


During the three days of His 
entombment, all hell was vibrant 
with ghoulish glee, for the prince 
of darkness, Satan, had apparently 
triumphed over the Sun of right- 
eousness. Did ever a darkness so 
deep envelop the hearts of God’s 
children as the darkness which 
whelmed the souls of Jesus’ dis- 
ciples while His body lay in the 
tomb? We think not! Listen to 
their dismal dirge: “We trusted 
that it had been he which should 
have redeemed Israel: and beside 
all this, today is the third day 
since these things were done” 
(Luke 24:21). How unbelieving 
and undiscerning were His follow- 
ers: “For as yet they knew not 
the scripture, that he must rise 
again from the dead” (John 20:9)! 
Betimes, the Saviour had foretold 
His death and resurrection: “After 
three days I. will rise again” 
(Matt. 27:63); but they either mis- 
understood or disbelieved what He 
said. 

The three dreary days dragged 
to their close, then suddenly the 
darkness lifted. The white radi- 
ance of a Lord’s day morning 
flooded an Eastern garden as the 
gladsome, gloom-dispelling news 
spread: “J-E-S-U-S—D-E- 
F-E-A-T-E-D—D-E-A-T-H!”

The Sinner’s Plea 


“And he said unto Jesus, Lord, 
remember me when thou comest 
into thy kingdom” (Luke 23:42). 
In this tragic experience something 
happened that struck the death- 
blow to some of the most danger- 
ous and persistent heresies of the 
ages. In the salvation of one of the 
thieves, vital theology finds one 
of its finest demonstrations. 

Sacramentalism was_ refuted, 
for the thief was saved without 
recourse to baptism, the Lord’s 
Supper, church, ceremony, or good 
works. 


The dogma of purgatory was re- 
futed, for this vile sinner was in- 
stantly transformed into a saint 
and made fit for paradise apart 
from his personal expiation of a 
single sin. 

The teaching of universalism 
was refuted, for only one was 
saved of all who might have been 
saved. Jesus did not say, “To day 
ye shall all be with me in para- 
dise,” but, “To day shalt thou be 
with me in paradise.” 

The notion of soul-sleeping was 
refuted, for the clear implication 
of the entire incident is that the 
redeemed thief would be in con- 
scious fellowship with his Sav- 
iour in paradise even while’ his 
body disintegrated in some grave. 

Too, it is doubtful whether any 
gospel incident presents the plan 
of salvation more clearly or sim- 
ply. 

I would like for you to note that 
both thieves were calling to Jesus. 
Two very different kinds of pray- 
ers were being prayed. The im- 
penitent thief was praying for self- 
preservation, “Save thyself and 
us.”” The penitent thief was pray- 
ing for eternal salvation, ‘Lord, 
remember me when thou comest 
into thy kingdom.” The prayer of 
the thief might have been very 
weak, but Jesus heard it! He saw 
more in it than is on the surface. 


For one thing, the thief was will- 
ing to be saved, not necessarily 
from his cross, but from his sin. 
That must have appealed tremen- 
dously to Jesus. So many who 
come to Him are like the other 
thief; they want to avoid crosses, 
but they are not concerned about 
their sin. Some who come down 
the aisles of our churches profess- 
ing to confess His name have gone 
no further than the first thief; 
they want to escape any and all 
discomfort and pain; they are not 
particularly interested in Him for 
His own sake. 


The Saviocur’s Promise 


“And Jesus said unto him, Veri- 
ly I say unto thee, To day shalt 
thou be with me in paradise’”’ 
(Luke 23:43 Many are the 
Scriptures that promise salvation 
to the person who calls upon Je- 
sus. ‘For whosoever shall call up- 
on the name of the Lord shall be 
saved” (Rom. 10:13). The Word 
of God doesn’t say, ‘Whosoever 
shall call upon the name of the 
Lord and do a lot of things shall 
be saved”; it only says to call up- 
on the name of the Lord. 

‘But as many as received Him, 
to them gave he power to become 
the sons of God, even to them that 
believe on his name” (John 1:12). 
You will notice that the Bible 


says, “. .. AS Many as received 
him,” not aS many as would re- 
ceive Him and “it.”” Man adds the 
“it.” Sometimes the “it” is bap- 


tism. Sometimes the “it” is keep- 
ing the church ordinance. Some- 
times the “it” is seeing great 
signs; but the Bible promises sal- 
vation by putting simple, childlike 
faith in Jesus Christ. 

In trying to help people get the 
assurance of their salvation I of- 
ten ask them questions something 
like these, that is, of course, after 
I have explained to them how to 
be saved, and they have accepted 
Christ as their Saviour: ‘‘When 
you came down the aisle, or when 
I first began talking with you, did 
you really believe you would have 
gone to Hell?” They always an- 
swer, “I am certain, I am sure I 
would have.” Then I ask them if 
they should die now, where would 
they go. And if they aren’t cer- 
tain, they say, “I think you must 
do so and so,” or, “I don’t feel 
something,” or, “I am afraid I 
can’t hold out,” and so on. Then 
I try to show them that 
thing has happened to their hearts 
because they can’t say with the 
assurance now that they would go 
to Hell as they did in the begin- 
ning. 


And sinner friend, if you will 


right now ask the Lord to save 
you, you won't feel in your heart 
that you will go to Hell. The Bi- 
ble says that the Spirit of God will 
bear witness with your spirit that 
you are a child of God, May God 
help you to humble your heart 
and accept Christ. today. 


The Saint’s Paradise 


“To day shalt thou be with me 
in paradise” (Luke 23:43). Re- 
member that both the thieves were 
guilty of crimes that warranted 
the punishmenyf of death. One is 
going to Heaven, the other to Hell. 
The one going to Heaven didn’t 


have time _ to do a lot of good 
works. He simply believed on Je- 
SUS. 

The thought of Heaven is 


mighty dear to the child of God. 
When Jesus was standing ready to 
go home, He comforted His heavy- 
hearted, despondent disciples by 
telling them of their heavenly 
home (John 14:1-3). 

Heaven is mighty real to most 
evangelists. I was in full-time 
evangelism for ten years and still 
preach in many revival meetings 
every year. Heaven is real to the 
evangelist because he is away 
from home so much, and when he 
comes home there is always the 
feeling of a family reunion. Many 
have been the times I _ have 
thought, If there could be so much 
joy in this old world because of a 
family getting together, it must 
be so wonderful when families 
will have their reunions in Heaven. 

A few years ago my little Mar- 
tha got her foot run over by a 
power mower and very badly cut. 
The bone in her instep was brok- 
en in three places and the tendons 
of all her toes were torn loose and 
hanging like ends of a cotton mop. 
I had stayed with her in the hos- 
pital night and day; now the time 
had come that I should go away 
for a month in meetings. 


My first meeting was in a small 
church in Eastern Tennessee. The, 


pastor was persecuted beyond 
words of description. He was a 
very good and honest man. He 
had risked his own life in rescuing 
several men from a coal mine. The 
President called him to Washing- 
ton and gave him a special Cita- 
tion Award. He also appeared on 
some of the larger network radio 
programs of New York City; yet 
these people were unmerciful in 
their acts of mistreatment. My 
heart was so heavy. I could hardly 
bear it. Those two weeks were 
the worst two weeks of agony I 
have ever experienced. 


My next meeting took me to In- 
dianapolis, Indiana. The Lord was 
wonderful to us there, and the 
people were great; but in spite of 
the good meeting and the many 
souls saved and the liberal offer- 
ing, I was. so. burdened I could 
hardly live. 

When the meeting ended and I 
could head for home, I was a hap- 
py soul. In most of my meetings 
north of the Mason and Dixon 
line I came home on Monday on 
the Pan American Limited. It ar- 
rived in Decatur, Alabama, at 
5:59 P.M. and in all the years I 
rode it home, it was never late. 

The day of travel was long and 
weary. I tried hard to while away 


the time by reading; but in spite 


of all my efforts, time seemed 
like eternity, especially this day. 
Many times I had opportunities to 
win people to Christ, and on this 
occasion I won the colored porter 
to the Lord. 

Finally we came to the Tennes- 
see River, where the train creeps 
across the bridge. On the other 
side of the river is Decatur. I was 
always nervous and paced _ back 
and forth in the car. As I passed 
by, the porter said, ‘Boss, you 
shore is anxious to git home, ain’t 
you?” 

I said, “I surely am. I have a 
little family waiting for me whom 
I haven’t seen in a long time.” 

. “Yas Suh! Boss, I knows what 


you means. I’se away from home & 
lot, too. I runs from New Or- 
leans to New York and back.” 

By now the train was almost 
across the bridge and I said to the 
porter, “How about raising up the 
platform over here and letting me 
jump off?” 

“I shore will, 
will.” 

I took my little bag, jumped off 
the train, and started down the 
tracks: Yonder in the distance I 
saw my little red-haired, brown- 
eyed darling bravely dragging her 
little foot along as she came to 
meet her “daddy boy.” I ran to 
meet her. I picked her up and as 
she placed those little arms 
around my neck and hugged and 
kissed me, she said, “My daddy 
boy! My daddy boy! My daddy 
boy has come home to see me!” 
Then my boy, seven years old, 
hugged my neck and kissed me, 
and I had.to caution him to light- 
en up for he is a husky little fel- 
low. Then my girl, who was ten, 
took her turn, then my boy who 
was thirteen kissed me and took 
my bag. My wife then very shyly 
stepped up and got her peck on 
the cheek, then we all started 
down the platform together re- 
joicing. Some of the people who 
stood looking on cried, others were 
laughing. We got into the car 
and started for a little place called 
home. Be it ever so humble there 
is no place like home, 

Beloved friend, if a family re- 
union and home can mean so much 
to a person in this world, what 
will it be like in Heaven? I plead 
with you, I beg you in the name 
of God, in the name of Jesus, in 
the name of the Spirit, in the 
name, of the church, in the name 
of Mother and Daddy, for chil- 
dren’s sake, please accept my won- 
derful Jesus and go to Heaven

There have been some 
good rulers among women, no- 
tably Queen Victoria in England, 
but the actual administration was 
carried on by great prime minis- 
ters, including Disraeli and Glad- 
stone. Queen Elizabeth was strong, 
but often capricious and some- 
times vicious. The other famous 
women rulers in history have near- 
ly always been wicked in charac- 
ter and disastrously incapable. We 
remember Jezebel in Israel, Athal- 
iah of Judah, Cleopatra of Egypt, 
and Lucrezia Borgia of Italy. God 
evidently intended that rule should 
be by man. 

Business owes much to women, 
but it is still true that strong 
executive leadership belongs to 
men. 

So in the home God intends men 
to lead. Joshua said, “As for me 
and my house, we will serve the 
Lord” (Josh, 24:15). 


In Home Relationship Man Is 
the Image of God 


God intended each man to be 
the high priest in the home, to 
be God’s’ chief representative 
there, to rule the home for God. 

When Jesus taught His disciples 
to pray, and gave to all of us 
the model prayer, He said, “When 
ye pray, say: Our Father which 
art in Heaven.” Christians are al- 
ways to think of God as their 
Father. Phe best illustration Jesus 
could give us of what God is like 
to the Christian is the relation 
of a father to his child! This 
means that as God is all wise and 
infinitely strong and _ infinitely 
good, every child is to look to his 
father as the wisest and best and 
strongest he knows. As we look 
to God for our food and our pro- 
tection and the satisfaction of 
our heart’s desires and for every 
breath we draw, so children in a 
home are to look to the father 
for provision, protection, guidance 
and joy! Oh, how great is the re- 
sponsibility of a human father who 
is to his children the image of 
God. 


I remember with joy the rev- 
erence I had for my own father 
and my unbounded trust in him. 
I felt he was about the bravest 
man who had ever live-l. I asked 
him the most unheard-of ques- 
tions, and I took, without a grain 
of doubt, his answers as being 
absolute truth. When my father 
sometimes said, “I do not know, 
son,” I had a feeling that if he 
would think awhile on the mat- 
ter or give it a little attention he 
soon would know. If my father 
said a thing was right, I felt it 
was right; if he said it was wrong, 
then certainly for me it was 
wrong. I thank God that I have 
had few occasions even yet to be- 
lieve my father was essentially 
wrong, now that he has been in 
Heaven a number of years. In 
his affection, in his providing, in 
his punishment of our sins, in his 
kindness, in his counsel, my fath- 
er was to his eight children the 


best earthly image we ever saw |- 


£f God. 

What do you call your father? 
I revere the memory of my fa- 
ther now. Before he went to Heav- 
en, in 1930, I always held him in 
profound respect. Yet the, word 
“father” was a little too formal, 
and I never called him that. As 
a child I called him “Papa,” and 
later that changed to “Daddy.” 
Even in this feeling of intimate 
affection which a child normally 
has for his father, the father rep- 
resents God, For in Romans 8:15 
the Scripture says, ‘For ye have 
not received the spirit of bond- 
age again to fear; but ye have re- 
ceived the Spirit of adoption, 
whereby we cry, Abba Father.” 
The word “Abba” is a very inti- 
mate Aramaic term for father, 
and it would not be amiss to trans- 
late it “papa” or “daddy.” It 
seems a little irreverent perhaps 
at first glance, but actually it 
would not be amiss for us to feel 
like calling our Heavenly Father 


-“Our Daddy who is in Heaven.” 


‘The better a father is, the better 
an image he is of God who is the 
Father of all those who are born 
again, born into His family as the 
children of God. 

The Scripture also says that a 


husband is like Christ. A father, 
to his children, is the image of 
God the Father dealing with 
Christians, A husband in the home 
is to be to his wife as Christ ig 
to the church. In Ephesians 5:22, 
23 this beautiful symbolism is 
stated: 


“Wives, submit yourselves unto 
your oun husbands, as unto the 
Lord. For the husband is the head 
of the wife, even as Christ is the 
head of the church: and he is the 
saviour of the body.” 

Every wife is to be subject to 
her husband as if he were the 
Lord Jesus. Christ is the head of 
His mystical body, the church, 
and is the saviour of that body. 
So the husband is the head of the 
wife, the Scripture says, and “he 
is the saviour of the body.” The 
husband and wife are, in God’s 
sight, ‘one flesh” (Matt. 19:5). 
The husband is the provider, the 
protector, the deliverer of his 
wife’s body. Every man who mar- 
ries takes the care of his wife as 
a sacred trust. Her body belongs 
to him, and he is the saviour, pro- 
tector of her body. 

Oh, what a good man I ought 
to be if I am to be the father of 
little children and if I am to be to 
them the image of God! How no- 
ble, how just, how morally clean, 


how spiritually wise a father 
ought to be, and how seriously 
every man ought to take marriage, 
since it means to his wife he is 
to be an image of Christ. She is 
to be subject to him “as unto the 
Lord.” Surely, if a man is what 
he ought to be, representing God 
the Father to his children and 
representing Christ to his wife, 
he ought to have no trouble in 
winning his family to Christ. 

Again, I say a man is somebody! 
It is a serious business to be a 
man. God expects great things of 
a man since he is made in the im- 
age and glory of God. 


Man Is to Rule in the Home. 


God said to Eve after sin had 
come into the world, “Thy desire 
shall be to thy husband, and he 
shall rule over thee.” And _ in 
Ephesians 5:23, we again remind 
you, the Scripture says, “For the 
husband is the head of the wife, 
even as Christ is the head of the 
church.” 

This does not mean slavery for 
the wife. Rule, government, au- 
thority, is of God. The only alter- 
native to government and authori- 
ty is anarchy and chaos. It is not 
Slavery that we have a president 
and congress of the nation and 


governors for states, sheriffs in 


counties, mayors and councils and 
police forces in the cities. It is 
not slavery for a teacher. to have 
authority m the schoolroom or a 
pastor in the church. So it is only 
law, order and government for 
God’s man to be the head of the 
home, the head of the wife, and 
to rule over his wife. 

Again, I Timothy 3:4, 5 says 
that a bishop or pastor of a church 
must be “one that ruleth well his 
own house, having his children in 
subjection with all gravity; (For 
if a man know not how to rule 
his own house, how shall he take 
care of the church of God?).” 

Every preacher is to ‘rule well 
his own house,’ and to ‘have his 
children in subjection.’ How could 
a pastor rep?tesent God to his 
church if he did not represent God 
in his home? God’s_ authority 
makes the husband ruler over his 
wife and the father ruler over his 
children. Of course, the Scriptures 
plainly teach that children are to 
obey mothers as well as fathers, 
but it could not be clearer than 
the Bible makes it that the man 
is to rule his home. 

When any man marries, he 
should be ready to assume the 
holy responsibility, the labor, the 
obligations for the physical, moral 
and spiritual welfare of his home. 


God Intends for Men to Be 
Examples of Moral Purity 
and Spiritual Devotion 


Some people foolishly think that 
men, by nature, are necessarily 
more wicked than women. In many 
churches women are in the ma- 
jority. Women, because they have 
more leisure and because they are 
more easily led, do more of routine 
church work, cook more pies, 
make more visits. Hence some 
people believe that women are 
naturally more spiritually mind- 
ed than men, but that is not true. 
The Bible, from one end to the 
Other, clearly teaches that God 
demands as much, morally and 
spiritually, of a man as He does 
of a woman, 


I heard a very silly preacher 
once say that there was not a man 
in the earth good enough to -de- 
serve to marry a clean, fine wom- 
an. That was a wicked slander. I 
know personally hundreds of men 
who are as clean in life, in lJan- 
guage and in thought as any wom- 
an I know. Men, by nature, are 
more aggressive and less bound by 
convention. Women, by nature, are 
more anxious to please society, 
are more easily led, whether for 
right or wrong, than men. But

man himself was made in the 
image and glory of God, while 
woman was made as “the glory of 
the man.” Both are fallen, sinful 
creatures. The woman is by na- 
ture depraved exactly as thé man 
is. An unconverted woman goes to 
the same Hell as an unconverted 
man, and just as quickly and as 
certainly. God has one moral 
standard for both, 


Satan. himself is the author of 
the idea that it is all right for 
men to smoke but not for women, 
that social purity is required of 
women but not of men, that curs- 
ing and swearing are masculine 
but not “ladylike.” 


~«f is true that cigarette smok- 


ing by women is a terrible evil. 
Women ought to be dainty, and 
cigarettes make them stink. Wom- 
en ought to set good examples 
before their children, and cigarette 
smoking is certainly an evil thing 
for children. Cigarettes fray the 
nerves of mothers, poison nursing 
babies, spoil the sanctity of home. 
People who see a woman smoke 
think she is not a good Christian. 
Yes, obviously it is sinful and 
foolish for a woman to use tobac- 
co—exactly as sinful and foolish 
as for a man to use it! 

God intends men to set the pat- 
tern for the family. Wusbands 
should be examples to their wives 
and to their children. 

That is what Joshua meant to 
do when he made the holy and 
public vow, “As for me and my 
house, we will serve the Lord’ 
(Josh. 24:15). 

Any man who sets one stand- 
ard for his wife and children and 
another for himself is a hypocrite. 
Any man who drinks when he 
would not have his wife and chil- 
dren drink, smokes when he would 
not have them smoke, curses when 
he would not have them curse, 
is dishonest and unfair. His family 
may love him, but they will not 
thoroughly respect him, because 
he preaches what jhe does not 
practice. He is a hypocrite. 

One day a father stopped his 
cultivator at the end of a long 
cotton row to talk to two preach- 
ers, while his little son, seven or 
eight years old, rode his stick 
horse nearby. The stick horse that 
day was very fractious! But the 
little boy conauered the stick horse 
in heroic and manly fashion, ac- 
cording to his rights. Beating on 
the broomstick, he threatened and 
cursed! The father ‘was embar- 
rassed and angry. He seized the 
boy by the shoulder, shook him 
vigorously and said, “If I ever 
hear you use a word like that 
again I will wear out a cotton 
stalk on you! Don’t you ever let 
me hear you curse again!” But 
the preachers knew, just as the 
little boy knew, exactly where he 
got his example. The father, too, 
had cursed his horse, and the little 
son was simply following the most 
powerful teaching a child ever re- 
ceives, his father’s example. 

Perhaps the child did not curse 
any more where his father could 
hear him. Perhaps he gave it up 
for the time being, but in his heart 
he said, ‘When I am a man like 
Dad then I can curse as Dad 
does.”” Men, whether you like it or 
not, your example is molding your 
home, molding the lives and eter- 
nal destinies of your children. 

In matters of religion it is 
clearly intended that men should 
take the lead for their families. 
‘Joshua said, “As for me and my 
house, we will serve the Lord.” 

It is one of the sweet memories 
of my childhood that the whole 
family always went to Sunday 
School together. All went to Sun- 
day morning services, all went to 
Sunday night services, all went 
to prayer meetings, and all went 
to revival campaigns together. No 
one ever asked at our home whe- 
ther someone else was going to 
Sunday School or church services. 
Dad was in charge of that mat- 
ter and it was a foregone conclu- 
sion that everyone would be in 


- Sunday School on time. It was al- 


ready understood that everybody 
had his Sunday School lesson 
ready, had his offering ready to 
give, had his shoes shined and 
his hair combed and was dressed 
in his “Sunday clothes.” No one 
ever stayed at home to cook din- 
ner, company or no company. No 
one ever stayed at home with the 


babies, for the babies were al-7 


ways carried to church. There 
Was never any farm emergency 


such as feeding livestock, harvest- 
ng, butchering or canning that 
kept anybody at our house away 
from the house of God at the ap- 
pointed time. My father saw to 
that. He was the head of the 
home spiritually as well as the 
material provider, 


At Duke, Oklahoma, in 1930, I 
preached in a revival campaign 
in a big tabernacle closed in with 
canvas curtains in midwinter, One 
night a well dressed farmer sat 
with his wife on the back seat: the 
next night they sat halfway down 
toward the front; the third night 
they sat on the second seat to my 
right. That Friday night I 
preached on “A Bible Kind of 
Home.” In my enthusiasm I left 
the platform and stood on the 
front seat and said, “Any man who 
‘eaves it to his wife to return 
‘hanks at the table, leaves_it to 
his wife to read the Bible to the 
children, leaves it to his wife to 
teach them to pray, leaves it to 
his wife to take the children to 
Sunday School and church, to set 
a godly example before them and 
try to win them to Christ, is a 
slacker, a shirker, a parasite! He 
is not fit to be a husband of a 
food wife nor the father of a 
family!’ I looked down and saw 
the well dressed farmer deeply 
concerned with what I was say- 
ing. Supposing him to be a Bap- 
tist deacon or a Methodist stew- 
ard, I said to him before the whole 
large crowd, pointing my finger at 
him, “That’s so, brother, isn’t it?” 
He cleared his throat in embar- 
rassment, his red face turning red- 
der than it was already, and he 
said, “Well—er—I guess so.” 

“You needn’t guess about it,” I 
challenged, “you knowvxit is so, 
don’t you?” 

“Yes,” he said, “I know it is 
so!” 

After the service was over one 
of the pastors cooperating in the 
meeting came to me in distress. 
“He will never come back any 
more,” he said. “‘That man is an 
infidel. He has never attended any 
campaign in this town more than 
twice heretofore, but he had got- 
ten so interested in this cam- 
paign I had hopes he would keep 
coming and maybe get saved. But 
now he will never come back!” 


“Well, he got the buckshot from 
both barrels anyway,” I said. “I 
had him where the wool was short 
and he had to admit what I said 
was true.” 

But the next night, Saturday 
night, the man was back again 
with his wife, on. the second seat. 
When I gave the invitation I 
stepped onto the front seat, and 
while others were singing I said 
to him softly, “Aren’t you ready 
to turn from your folly and unbe- 
lief? Aren’t you tired of your 
sin?” He answered very frankly, 
“Yes, preacher, I am.” 

“Then do you believe that Christ 
is willing to save you now, that 
He died for you?” I asked. He 
said that he did. 

“And are you willing to take 
my hand now in token between 
you and me and God that you here 
and now confess and forsake your 
sins and trust Him to save your 
soul?” I asked. 

Deeply moved, he seized my 
hand and assured me that he 
would just then take Christ as 
his Saviour. 
if he was willing to come out pub- 
licly and let it be known that he 
was accepting. Christ as his Sav- 
iour, All this went on while the 
song continued and no one heard 
what we said to one another. 

He replied, “Brother Rice, for 
twenty years my wife has gone 
up to the Christian Church alone. 
I didn’t go with her. I didn’t help 
her when she got the children 
ready for Sunday School. I have 
made fun of the Bible and scoffed 
at preachers and God. Would it 
be all right for me not to tell any- 
body until tomorrow morning and 
zo with my wife to the church 
where she has gone for twenty 
years and claim Christ there to- 
morrow morning?” ‘ 

For the first time in my life, 
and the last, I agreed that it 
seemed all right to postpone pub- 
lic confession of Christ. The next 
morning he aroused the whole 
household demanding that every 
child be ready for Sunday School. 
To the family’s amazement, he 
dressed his best and went to Sun- 
day School and the preaching ser- 
vice. When the invitation was giv- 
en he went forward to claim 
Christ, and was baptized at the 
close of that very service. He as- 
sumed his place, God-appointed, as

the high priest, the spiritual] head, 
the godly example in the home: | 

Man, are you acting as God's 
deputy in your home? Are you 
saved? Are you leading your fam- 
ily to Heaven? 


Man’s Responsibility to God 

The responsibility that goes 
with man’s position in the home 
is appalling. It is enough to scare 
any man when he realizes what 
God expects of him. In every home 
which is not a Bible kind of home 
the husband should be blamed 
first of all. He is accountable be- 
fore’ God! If the home is not a 
success the husband and father is 
primarily and first of all responsi- 
ble. 

After the fall in the Garden of 
Eden, God made man responsible 
for the providing of food for his 
family. It was to Adam, not to 
Eve, that God said in Genesis 3: 
17-19: “. . . . Cursed is the ground 
for thy sake; in sorrow shalt thou 
eat of it all the days of thy life; 
Thorns also and thistles shall it 
bring forth to thee; and thou shalt 
eat the herb of the field; In the 
sweat of thy face shalt thou eat 
bread, till thou return: unto the 
ground; for out of it wast thou 
taken; for dust thou art, and un- 
to dust shalt thou return.” 

The husband is even called ‘the 
saviour of the body” of his wife 
in Ephesians 5:23. The wife and 
children should be all the help 
they can in earning daily bread 
and in the duties and labor of the 
home, as was the good woman of 
Proverbs 31:10-31. Yet God ex- 
pects man to take on his broad 
shoulders the principal care of 
providing for his own. That ap- 
plies even to the widows-of his 
family as you see from I Timothy 
5:4, 8. 


Man Should Lead in Religious 
Matters 

The husband and father should 

be the high priest of the home. 

That is clear from one end of the 

Bible to the other. When God 


came to the Garden of Eden in 
the cool of the day after man’s 
sin, He called, ‘Adam, Adam, 
where art thou?’ The Lord proper- 
ly held man accountable, though 
the woman took the lead in the 
sin. In Numbers, chapter 30, the 
Lord clearly teaches that even a 
woman’s duty to God is controlled 
by her father or her husband. 
The father, or husband if she is 
married, has a right to set aside 
any vow of a woman to God or 
to establish it. Then the husband, 
not the wife, is accountable for 
any sin in the matter. Numbers 
30:13-15 says: 


“Hvery vow, and every binding 
oath to afflict the soul, her hus- 
band may establish it, or her hus- 
band may make it void. But if 
her husband altogether hold his 
peace at her from day to day; 
then he.establisheth all her vows, 
or all her bonds, which are upon 
her: he confirmeth them, because 
he held his peace at her in the day 
that he heard them. But if he 
shall any ways make them void 
after that he hath heard them; 
then he shall bear her iniquity.” 

In I Peter 3:1 the Lord com- 
mands a wife to submit even to 
her unsaved husband, and in Ephe- 
sians 5:22, 24 wives are command- 
ed to submit and to be subject to 
their own husbands “as unto the 
Lord” and “in every thing.” Cer- 
tainly that would include many 
religious matters. The Scripture 
plainly says that women even in 
the churches are commanded to be 
under obedience to their husbands 
and to ask their husbands about 
religious matters at home (I Cor. 
14:34, 35). Hear what God says: 

“Let your women keep silence 
in the churches: for it is not per- 
mitted unto them to speak; but 
they are commanded to be under 
obedience, as also saith the law. 
And if they will learn any thing, 
let them ask their husbands at 
home: for it is a shame for women 
to speak in the church.” 

God has plainly commanded men 
to lead in matters of religion. 


family whether he wants it so or 
not. All the lying excuses will not 
change the fact that a’man can 
rear his family and so teach them 
and lead them and discipline them 
that they will serve the Lord. In 
Proverbs 22:6 the Lord says, 
“Train up a child in the way he 
should go: and when he is old, 
he will not depart from it.” Thé 
Lord did not say that a child 
properly reared would come back 
to his father’s way and a right- 
eous life; the Lord plainly says 
that the child will never leave it 
even “when he is old” or grown 
and out from under the father’s 
care! Fathers are responsible for 
their children, even responsible for 
their eternal souls’ welfare. 

Children should obey and honor 
both father and mother, but God 
certainly holds the father first in 
responsibility” as these Scriptures 
show, 

This responsibility for teaching 
and rearing children to serve the 
Lord is so great that God com- 
manded His people to be earnest- 
ly diligent about it. In Deuterono- 
my 6:6-9 we read: 

“And these words which I com- 
mand thee this day, shall be in 
thine heart: And thow shalt teach 
them diligently unto thy children, 
and shalt talk of them when thou 
sittest in thine home, and when 
thou walkest by the way, and 
when thou liest down, and when 
thou risest up. And thou shalt bind 
them for a sign upon thine hand, 


and they shall be as frontlets be-. 


tween thine eyes. And thou shalt 
write them upon the posts of thy 
house, and on thy gates.” 

A similar passage is found in 
Deuteronomy 11:18-21.

“And if it seem evil unto you 
to serve the Lord, choose you this 
day whom ye will serve; whether 
the gods which your fathers served 
that were on the other side of the 
flood, or the gods of the Amorites, 
in whose land ye dwell: BUT AS 
FOR ME AND MY HOUSE, WE 
WILL SERVE THE LORD.” 

Joshua spoke for himself, “I 
will serve the Lord.” 

For his wife he said, “She will 
serve the Lord!” 

For his children he said, ‘They 
will serve the Lord!” 

For his servants he said, ‘They 
will serve the Lord!” 

If there were grandchildren liv- 
ing under his roof he said, “They 
will serve the Lord!” 

Joshua said in effect: “You 
heads of families choose for your- 
selves and your families, and I will 
choose for all of mine. I will 
serve the Lord, and I will see that 
my family serves the Lord!” 

God give us men like Joshua, 
men who will serve God them- 
selves, and then will take on their 
shoulders and on their consciences 
the responsibility before God and 
man for the religious teaching and 
puidance. of their families! This is 
what God requires of the head of 
a family. 


Abraham Commanded His 
Household Even in 
Religion 

Abraham was a friend of God, 
a man that God could trust. When 
the Lord was about to destroy 
Sodom and Gomorrah, He said: 

“And the Lord said, Shall I hide 
from Abraham. that thing which 
I do; Seeing that Abraham shall 
surely become a great and mighty 
nation and all the nations of the 
earth shall be blessed in him? 
FOR I KNOW HIM, THAT HE 
WILL COMMAND HIS CHIL- 
DREN AND HIS HOUSEHOLD 
AFTER HIM, AND THEY 
SPALL KEEP THE WAY OF 
THE LORD, to do justice and 
gudgment; that the Lord may 
bring wpon Abraham that which 
he hath spoken of him.’—Gen. 18: 
17-19. 

“Abraham commanded his chil- 
dren and his household after him 
so that they kept the way of the 
Lord! And for that, God blessed 
him and told him what was in 
His heart. God give us heads of 
families like Abraham! 


Eli, an Example of a 
Slacker Father 

The sons of Eli, the priest of 
God, “knew not the Lord” (I Sam. 
2:12). They were covetous and 
adulterers, and Eli knew all about 
it and rebuked them lightly (1 
Sam. 2:22-25). However, Eli did 
not put a stop to the iniquity of 
his sons as a father can and ought 
to do and so the Lord pronounced 
a curse against Eli and his family 
as follows: 

“In that day I will perform 
against Eli all things which I have 
spoken concerning his house: when 
I begin, I will also make an end. 
For I have told him that I will 
qudge his house for ever for the 
aiquity which he knoweth; be- 
cause his sons made themselves 
vile, and he restrained them not.” 
—I Sam. 3:12, 13. 


Fathers to Have Rebellious 
Sons Stoned Under 
Mosaic Law 

So rigid was God’s requirement 
that fathers should rear their chil- 
dren in strict obedience and right- 
eousness that He commanded that 
rebellious sons should be _ public- 
ly stoned! The father himself, 


aided by the mother, was to seize 
the rebellious son who would not 
obey, bring him before the elders 


of the city, and have him stoned 
to death! God commanded in Deu- 
teronomy 21:18-21: — 

“Tf a man have a stubborn and 
rebellious son, which will not obey 
the voice of his father, or the voice 
of his mother, and that, when they 
have chastened him, will not 
hearken unto them: Then shall 
his father and his mother lay hold 
on him, and bring him out wnto 
the elders of his city, and unto 
the gate of his place; And they 
shall say unto the elders of his 
city, This our son is stubborn and 
rebellious, he will not obey our 
voice; he is a glutton, and a drunk- 
ard. And all the men of his city 
shall stone him with stones, that 
he die: so shalt thou put evil away 
from among you; and all Israel 
shall hear, and fear.” 


We are not under the strict 
penalties of the Mosaic law now, 
but this should illustrate how ser- 
iously in earnest and conscien-_ 
tiously diligent a father must be 
in the rearing of his children! God 
holds the father accountable. 


God Wants Strong Men, Not 
Weaklings, for Heads of 
Families 

How much God expects of the 
head of a family! He is to be like 
God in his home, verily a high 
priest and a prophet of God. The 
blame for the broken homes, the 
untrained and undisciplined chil- 
dren, the immodestly dressed and 
fashion-mad wives, and the whole 
train of evils which curse our 
American civilization, must be 
blamed upon degenerate, weakling 
men, slackers and shirkers and 


quitters, not willing to take the 


place of manhood and bear the 
burdens which God lays on men 
as heads of families. Man, if your 
home is wrong, you are wrong. If 
your daughter turns out to be an 
immoral woman and your son a 
highjacker, you are to blame in 
God’s sight. If your family does 
not live within its income, if they 
do not serve the Lord in sincerity 
and in truth, the responsibility 
is yours. If they have missed the 
blessings of the family altar, pray- 
er in the home, thanks at the ta- 
ble, old-fashioned Bible discipline, 
God holds you to account for it. 
If you have not won your wife 
and your children to know the 
Lord as Saviour and to follow Him 
in daily life, you have failed in 
your duty. How great is the honor 


of a husband and father and how | 


heavy are his responsibilities! Any 
man who is not willing to take 
the place God assigned to the hus- 
band and father is not fit to mar- 
ry a good woman nor to bring 
helpless children into this world. 
If a man reads this who is not 
truly born again and a successful, 
every-day Christian, then for the 
sake of your family and for Jesus’ 
sake, get right with God today 
lest you should lead your family 
to utter ruin away from God! On- 
ly God can make. a man what he 


must be to be a good husband and | 


father. Seek His help today and 
every day, if that position is yours. 


“Husbands, Love Your Wives, 
Even as Christ Also Loved 
the Church, and Gave 
Himself for It” 

God’s standards are high. In the 
same Scripture where He com- 


manded women to be subject to 
their husbands in everything, He 
commanded husbands to love their 
wives, even as Christ loved the 
church! Notice the following vers- 
es in the fifth chapter of Ephe- 
slans: 

“Husbands, love your wives, 
even as Christ also loved the 
church, and gave himself for it.’”— 
Verse 25. 

“So ought men to love their 
wives as their own bodies. He that 
loveth his wife loveth himself.”— 
Verse 28. | 

“Nevertheless let every one of 
you in particular so love his wife 
even as himself; and the wife see 
that she reverence her husband.” 
—Verse 33. 


Colossians 3:19 says the same 
thing, that husbands are to love 
their wives and adds, “and be not 
bitter against them.” In I Peter 
3:7 the husband is exhorted to 
treat the wife with that kindness 
and honor Christians should show 
to weaker ones. Notice the words: 


“Likewise, ye husbands, dwell 
with them according to knowledge, 
giving honour unto the wife, as 
unto the weaker vessel, and as 
being heirs together of the grace 
of life; that your prayers be not 
hindered.” . 


Husband, your wife is a part of 
yourself. You should love her as 
you love your own body. Love her 
with the unselfish compassion that 
Christ has for His church. That 
standard is so high that it should 
make every man very humble as 
he tries to be a good husband. If 
the man is stronger, he should be 
better. If the man has more au- 


thority, he should have more reé< 
sponsibility. As the salvation of a 
sinner and the security of His 
Saints depends on Christ, not on 
us, so the Lord places more heav- 
ily on man the responsibility for 
a happy home. 


Men Can Prevent Broken 
Homes 


The man is to “cleave td his 
wife.” Hear the Saviour quoting 
from Genesis in Matthew 19:5: 
“For this cause shall d@ man leave 
father and mother, and _ shall 
cleave to his wife: and they twain 
shall be one flesh.” Husbands 
should have a pure and tender love 
for their wives; a love that passes 
over the wife’s weaknesses with- 
out bitterness. 


Husbands’ should love their 
wives as_special gifts from God, 
helpmeets to make them happy, 
for “‘Whoso findeth a wife findeth 
a good thing, and obtaineth favour 
of the Lord” (Prov. 18:22), and 
“A prudent wife is from the Lord” 
(Prov. 19:14). A husband should 
love his wife as the mother of his 
children, being with him “heirs 
together of the grace of life” (I 
Peter 3:7). 


When a husband loves his wife 
even as himself, and as Christ 
loved the church, is not bitter 
against her and gives her honor as 
the weaker vessel, and leaving 
father and mother cleaves unto 
his wife, that home will very 
rarely be broken.
